"All ve.ssels of the navy within signal 


ilif.tan.ce. of the vessels milking the cap- 
ture, and In such condition ns to be able 
to render effective aid if required, will 
tihare in the prize. Any person tempo- 
rarily absent from his vessel may fifliara 
in the capture made during his absence, 
The prizo court determines wlmt ves-
